SAIGON (AP) — U.S. env oy William H. 
Su lliv an conferred with President Ngu y en 
Van Thieu for an hou r today on proposals 
to strengthen the Vietnam cease-fire, then 
m et with Foreign Minister Tran Van Lam 
for fu rther discu ssions. 
The meeting with Lam lasted sev en 
hou rs, 
ending 
ju st 
before 
midnight. 
Su lliv an, who was accompanied by acting 
U.S. Ambassador Charles S. Whitehou se, 
schedu led another meeting for Friday 
afternoon with Lam and other top Sou th 
Vietnamese officials. 
A spokesman for the U.S. Embassy 
declined to disclose the su bstance of the 
talks. It appeared from the length of the 
meeting that the working party was going 
ov er point by point the technical details of 
a new agreem ent worked ou t in Paris by 
Henry A. Kissinger. Su lliv an. Hanoi’s Le 
Du e Tho and Tho’s depu ty , Ngu y en Co 
Thach. 
Su lliv an, a depu ty assistant secretary of 
state 
and 
Kissinger’s 
chief 
aide 
for 
Vietnam negotiations, arriv ed in Saigon 
Wednesday night. Kissinger, meanwhile, 
flew from Paris to Washington to report to 
President Nix on. 
Kissinger reported that he and Tho made 
“ significant progress” and that they wou ld 
meet again in Paris Ju ne 6 to complete 
their agreement. The details were not 
disclosed. 


Kissinger also indicated that he wou ld 
not allow Thieu to stand in the way , as he 
did du ring the cease-fire negotiations. The 
American said he and Tho “ hav e ev ery 
intention of conclu ding ou r discu ssions 
du ring the nex t series of meetings.” 


Thieu and Kissinger hav e been at odds 
since last y ear’s talks that led to the signing 
of the cease-fire Jan. 27 . Thieu felt that 
Kissinger gav e awav too mu ch to Hanoi. 


There hav e been hu ndreds of v iolations 
of the tru ce by both sides. In addition, 
many of the key prov isions of the agree­ 
ment hav e nev er been fu lly carried ou t, 
inclu ding the delineation of the zones of 
control and meetings of commanders of 
opposing arm ed forces at places of direct 
contact to reach a temporary agreement to 
av ert bloodshed.

LOUIS <AP> - Food 
prices may decline somewhat 
from current levels, but prob­ 
ably not before next year, ac­ 
cording to the Federal Reserve 
Bank of St. Louis.

Luttrell said in the review 
that sharp increases in food 
and farm product prices last 
fall and winter were the result 
of short-term supply and de­ 
mand factors, such as an unfa­ 
vorable product prices last fall 
and winter were the result of 
short-term supply and demand 
factors, such as an unfavorable 
harvesting season, a downturn 
in hog production and a large

in exports of feed 
grain and protein supplements. 
Luttrell said farmers have re­ 
sponded to the higher prices by 
planning increased production 
this year.
